“The Oermans endeavored yesterday to deliver very violent 
counter attacks on the fVench and British army corps, which were 
progressing to the northeast and to the east of Ypres. At the end of 
the day our troops had, notwithstanding, continued-their forward 
movement in the direction which had been assigned them, and also 
had taken possession of various points of support. 

“The British troops, assailed at several points to the north of La 
Bassee by superior forces, resumed the offensive with energy and re¬ 
conquered to a consideraUe extent the terrain yielded to the enemy.

IrresisUble ma.ss t«^ Hu* palace, anil 
when the kmg and queen and prince 
appeared on the balcony there wa.s the 
greatest scene I have ever beheld. 
Thunderous cheers filled the air which 
must haVv been heard for miles out of 
London, and for a time the crowd 
seemed possessed. Men yelled them- 
I selves hoarse. It must have been the 
greatest demonstration in the whole 
history of a city world-famed fur its 
demonstrations.” 

Dr. Hunter left London on a C. P. R. 
boat for Canada. The ves.sd was stop¬ 
ped nt Dt>ver by ihi* speidal search boat 
which has been stationed thc^e. Here 
the pa.ssengers witnessed an unusual 
Incident.

Liquidator Argues That He is Liable 
to Refund Moneys Paid Out to 
an Execution Creditor.

The taking of evidence was cun- 
cluded and argument is being heard 
to-day before Mr. Justice firegyry in 
the action of W. H. Adam, liquidator 
of H. H Mrtlimy. late of the Brown 
Jug hotel, against the Hheriff of Vic¬ 
toria and the Briti.sh America Trust 
company. Karller in the day. In cham¬ 
bers, his lordship had been hearing 
a somewhat similar matter. In which 
the sheriff Is acting for the judgment 
creditor In a case in which there are 
other creditors 

In thf' matter of the Brown Jug 
there was an execution on the suit of 
th** trust company, and the sheriff col- 
lected some $350 odd from the takings 
of the bar and cafe of the hotel and 
paid it over to Hie company before 
he was aware of tlie assignment for 
the benefit of creditors. The liquidator 
considers that this amount should be 
Included in the estate and be avail¬ 
able for distribuHim to all the credi¬ 
tors as well ;is th^ other assets which 
he has control of. 

Sheriff Richards and Dcpul.\ Sheriff 
Robert Sangstur were heard to-day as 
to the Jcvylng of the execution and 
the collectl'iii of the nnmeys. It ap¬ 
pears that there was no check upon 
He- amount taken from the cash regi.s- 
ters, and the rough pocket memor- 
anda made at the time were de¬ 
stroyed os soon a.s the matter was 
closed The court suggested that for 
the protection of the sheriff’s office 
and his iifficers there ought to be 
some system of chock in such cases. 

It was testified by the sheriff that 
the trust comimny had agreed to in¬ 
demnify him when niipUcatlon was 
made to bring it In as a party in this 
action. 

B. S. Phelan, for the defendants, 
argued that the sheriff was not per¬ 
sonally liable to refund any money ti^ 
the assignee which he had already 
paid to the execution creditor with¬ 
out notice of the assignment. . For 
the trust company he submitted that 
as execution creditor It was entitled 
to be paid by the sheriff under the 
writ of execution, and was not there¬ 
fore llabie to refund the ami>unt on 
the^ other creditors bringing about H- 
quiilatlon*. 

F. A. McDlarmid, for the liquidator, 
argued that the payments made by the 
sheriff were Illegally ma4o and that 
h«' was liable personally to refund 
them and that the company, having 
received them, as he clalme'd. Imiwop- 
erly, was liable for their refund to tha 
liquidator. 

The argument was proceeding at 
the time of going to press.
